‘LOS ANGELES, Dec. 30.—Police 
today asserted that they had solved 
Southern California’s newest mur- 
der case in the arrest of Dr. Charles 
M. McMillan, former Texas physi- 


cian, who was formally charged 
with the slaying of Mrs. Amelia 
Appleby, supposedly wealthy 
apartment house owner of Chicazo. 

Her body was found sewn in a 
sack just outside the city limits, 
Monday. 

Relatives in Chicago said today 
Mrs. Appleby \was the widow of 
John F. Appleby, wealthy inventor 
of the twine-binder and other farm 
implements, 

McMillan, who came here sev- 
eral years ago from Colorado, Tex, 
Was arrested last night when Offi- 
cers raided his apartment and 
found him poring over Mrs. Ap- 
Pleby’s private papers, which he 
had spréad on the floor. 

The police said McMillan had 
associated with Mrs. Appleby for 
some time, had obtained her power 
of attorney and had made a trip 
Kast with her last summer. The of- 
ficers declared the motive for the 
slaying was the desire of the phy- 
Sician to acquire title to the wom- 
an’s property which was said to 
include more than the Chicago. 
apartment. 

A will, written in pencil, pre- 
sumably that of Mrs. Appleby, was 
found among the papers in Me- 
Millan’s apartment. It had been 
drawn in his favor. 

The doctor told the officers that 
stains on his coat were from a 
nosebleed. “Surgeon’s knots” were 
used, according to the deputy sher- 
iffs, in tying up the woman’s body. 

Neighbors of Mrs. Appleby told 
deputy sheriffs that they had seen 
McMillan at the woman’s home 
many times, the last time being 
last Friday, when he assisted her 
in repairing her automobile, after 
which they drove away together. 
McMillan also was there Monday 
and assisted the new tenants to 
move in. ; 

Mrs. Appleby’s body showed she 
had been dead approximately 12 
hours. She had been beaten about 
the head and &hen strangled and 
tied in the sack with twine and 
the entire bundle wrapped with 
window sash-weigh cord. 

McMillan denied that he had 
anything to do with the killing.

Implement Inventor.

Appleby was the widow of John F. 
Appleby, wealthy inventor of the 
twine binder and numerous other 
farm implements, relatives here 
said today. 

Mrs. H. C. Dubal, Mrs. Appleby'’s 
sister-in-law, maid Mrs. Appleby 
had received approximately $1,000,- 
000, much of it in real estate in 
Chicago, at the death of her hus- 
band. Mrs. Appleby was the in- 
ventor’s second wife, the first hav- 
ing been killed in an automobile 
accident in California.

DIVORCES INCREASE 
ALARMINGLY UNDER 
SECRECY IN BRITAIN 


Law Forbids Newspapers to 


| Print Details—3818 Decrees 


in 11 Months.

LONDON, Dec. 30.—English 
sociologists are expressing alarm 
at the great increase here in the 
number of divorces. The Attorney- 
General, Sir Douglas Hogg, has 
just reported that in 11 months of 
this year, 3818 divorces were grant- 
ed, this number exceeding the total 


for the whole of 1926 by 270. 

Three causes are given for the 
increase. One is the regulation 
passed this year that newspapers 
are permitted to publish only a 
small skeletonized report of a di- 
vorce casé. Another is the altera-

The day before police identifi- 
cation was made public, he said 
he went to the bank in which Per- 
ry M. Parker, the girl's father, is 
assistant cashier, and in which he 
and Hickman had been employed 
as messengers, to learn whether 
the whereabouts of Hickman was 
known. 

He said he and his step-grand- 
mother, Mrs. Carrie Driskell of Al- 
hambra, with whom Hickman 
lived for a time, communicated 
their suspicions to the police. 

Police point out that Hunt re- 
sembles somewhat the mysterious 
“Andrew Cramer.” He will be 
questioned closely, police say, as to 
his activities during the days from 
the time of the kidnaping of the 
girl until the body was delivered to 
her father and $1500 ransom col- 
lected.

From Burning Ship at Sea 


Flames Sighted by Liner 35 Miles Away Re- 
sult in ‘Rescue 340 Miles 


From 


Shore. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.— 
After a futile battle against flames 
which destro:ed the motor schoon- 
er Doris Crane, far out in the South 
Seas, officers of the vessel] arrived 
here yesterday to tell of their res- 
cue through the chance passing of 
a steamer. 

The blazing craft in the night at- 
tracted attention of the liner Niag- 
ara, 35 miles away, and the white 
officers and nine native members 
of the crew wereec ved. The Doris 
Crane sank, the funeral pyre of a 
South Sea Islander who lost his life 
battling the flames. 

“We were at breakfast Dec. 19, 
nine days out of Fanning Island, 
when we heard an explosion,” said 
Captain Hiram C. Davison. “A can 
of gasoline had capsized in the en- 
gine room and the whole place be- 
came a mass o: flames. 

“Two native oilers, Inaibo and 
Rerei, were inside, and I don’t see 
how th-y ever got out. Inaibo, a 
barefoot savage islander, was a 
hero. His own leg badly burned, 


he struggled on deck dragging poor | 


Rerei, who died shortly afterward. 

“We had no wireless:and were 
$40 miles from land. We couldn't 
reach the pumps. The copra cargo 
and fuel tanks caught fire. We 
couldn’t stop the engines and the 
ship churned ahead for three hours. 
We sealed the engine room, bored 
héles in the decks and all hands got 
busy with buckets of water. We 
didn’t stop for 19 hours and there 
were three feet of water in the 
holds when we left. 

‘Two lifeboats were provisioned 
and we went over at 2:30 the next 
morning. 

“It wa® dark and choppy. The 
whole ship was beginning to burn 
and we hoped someone might see 
it, though those are lonely seas. In 
the darkness, the steamer Niagara 
saw the flames 35 milesaway. We 
fired distress. rockets. She looked 
mighty good as she came up to us.” 

The body of Rerei was left 
aboard and cremated with the ship. 
The nine other natives in the crew 
were sent home to Suva and the 
Niagara landed the white officers 
at Honolulu.

After flying through heavy fog 
two hours without a glimpse of the 
ground, Pilot Leslie H. Smith, who 


left Lambert-St. Louis Field at 
4:20 p. m. yesterday with a load 
of mail, set his plane down on the 
St. Louis field again at 7:10 and 
reported he could not get through 
to Chicago. 

On the southbound trip, earlier 
in the day, Smith had encountered 
such thick weather that he ad- 
vised Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh's 
party not to attempt to fly to Chi- 
cago last night. His advice was 
accepted. 

Smith, however, took off within 
an hour after he had declared that 
flying conditions were almost im- 
possible, hoping he might be able 
to get through with the mail. His 
DH threw a shower of water and 
mud on spectators as he taxied 
across the thawing (field and 
swung off to the north. 

“I hit a heavy fog at Godfrey, 
Iit., the second beacon from Lam- 
bert Field,’ he said today. -“It was 
already down to the ground, but 
I plowed into it, hoping to find a 
hole to get down for the mail at 
Springfield. 


“Flying blind, because I could 


| 


not see the ground, I was over the 


Springfield field about 5:20. It 
was already dark, but I could see 
the glow in the fog from the 
field's beacon and landing lights. 
I tried to feel my way down, but 
there was no way of telling how 
close the ground was, nor what 
was in my way. 

“Landing at close to 60 miles 
an hour, I knew I was almost sure 


to hit a tree or house if I tried to | 
come down, so I climbed above the 
fog, intending to go on to Peoria. | 


Over Springfield the fog was 2500. 
feet deep.

“I dropped down to 200 feet 
again, but the fog was all the way 
to the ground. It appeared to be 
getting thicker and thicker as I 
went north and I figured that if I 
continued on the trip I would only 
have to make a parachute jump 
when the ship ran out of gas. 

“So I turned back, picked up the 
glowing spot in the fog at Spring- 
field and set a compass course for 
St. Louis.

jewelry were taken; a holdup Oct. 
31 of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Fleisch- 
man at 6733 Westminster place. 
where $70 and three dlamond rings 
valued by the owners at $1535 were 
taken; a holdup Nov. 14 at the 
residence of Mrs. Alice Woerheide 
and Mra, Celda Alberts, 4333 
Maryland avenue, $95 and a watch; 
holdups at the saloon of James 
Hartison, 806 Lucas avenue, Christ- 
mas night, and a saloon in the 3400 
block of Olive .treet, where two 
revolvers and «wash were obtained;

I have here the published decisions and regu- 
lations of the Internal Revenue Department. I 
shall not attempt to quote them; there are too 
many, 1263 pages. They were evolved by: (1) 
the Solicitor; (2) Tax Advisory Board; (3) Com- 
mittee on Appeals and Review; (4) Rules and 
Regulations Section of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment. There are 3163 of them. Is that all? 
Oh, no. There are 17,143 more of these laws that 
have not been published, according to the report 
of the Couzens Investigating Committee—17,143 
laws known only on the inside. No man on the 
outside knows what they are, no one has seen 
them, no one has access to them. No lawyer can 
advise his client, no accountant can make out a 
tax return that cannot be upset, and yet for the 
violation of any one of the 17.143 unpublished 
laws any Americ ‘an citizen may be imprisoned. 

Twenty thousand three hundred and eleven 
laws, enacted by four separate units in the In- 
ternal Revenue Department, without concert of 
action, co-ordination of effort or responsibility. 
These appointees of the executive, who cannot be 
reached by the votes of the people, are secretly 
making laws at will, laws not to be published, 
laws that can be changed in an hour.

time there was a man named Jack Spratt Jr. 


NCE upon a 
0 Ulis father was the original, 


(like Cassius), 


with the lean and hungry look

And consequently accumulated little or none. 


Jack Spratt Jr. was not like that.

And he seldom got back to his of- 
fice before 3 o'clock. 

His dinner was similar to 
luncheen, onfy more so. 
He usually included a fish course 

and maybe an entree,

coffee. 
After the theater, 
went to supper, 
Or, if he spent the evening af 
home, he robbed the refrigerator 
Before he went to bed. 


Jack Spratt Jr. occasionally played 
a Sunday round of golf, 

But he had no regular exercise, 

Not even walking, since his car 
took him wherever he wanted to 
gO. 

Jack, aS a consagquence, was de- 
cidedly overweight— 

He would have made about three of 
his fat-hating father. 

But he should worry!

OU, if a mother, know that 
Y sour love for your baby is the 

highest and holiest emotion of 
which you are capable, In that 
emotion, and in doing the things 
prompted by that emotion, you 
reach the complete exaltation of 
your nature, 

Mother love reaches that depth 
of your nature called instinct, and 
appeals to that height of your be- 
ing called intellect. Considered as 
instinct, it is an inheritance that 
prevails in greater or lesser degree 
in all but the very lowest forms of 
anima] life. 

The maternal instinct is inher- 
ent in eyery normal woman, It 
expresses itself, roughly speaking, 
in the desire to be indispensable 
to a helpless creature Of one’s own, 

Some children are born with a 
specially strong maternal instinct 
and in some it is weak, but en- 
vironment plays a large part in 
modifying each person’s share, 

This maternal instinct is part of 
the sex impulse, which includes 
all the psychology of reproduc-

The sense of possession is an un- 
derlying factor in mother love, 
Every woman prefers her own 
child to anyone else’s, To be a 
stepmother is about the most diffi- 
cult business in life. Many women 
rush into it because they meet a 
widower with children, of whom 
they are genuinely fond, but nearly 
all find that feelings of the moment 
were untrustworthy and that they 
are incredibly biased in favor of 
the children they bear themselves, 

The difference between the sexeg 
is not nearly as great as might ap- 
pear. There is not much differ- 
ence in quality between the ma- 
ternal and paternal instincts, be- 
tween mother love and father love. 
All women have something of the 
paternal instinct, so all men have 
something of the maternal.

AINTED furniture is becoming | 
ip an almost universal possession. 

But painted furniture with dis- 
tinctive stencil is the last word in 
decoration. The stencils of 
own designing must be clearly 
drawn. Then they are cut to or- 
der. Many artists are searching 
the libraries for ideas of old work 
on which to adapt patterns to mod- 
ern uses. 


For bathroom hampers and 
chairs, seascapes are found, with 
fish that lend themselves to good 
coloring that can be seen through 
the greens and blues of the water. 
The background is frequently 
painted in by the home artist and 
the fish are stenciled where most 


needed to enhance the decorative 
effect. The oilcloth curtains are 
often stenciled to match. 


The old fruit and flower baskets 
receive due attention from the de- 
signers and recently a breakfast 
nook set was painted a glossy black 
and then stenciled with single mo- 
tifs of baskets of gaily colored 
fruits arranged border fashion. The 
fruits were stenciled in white, the 
baskets were yellow and the fruits 
were touched up in natural colors 
by the home artist. 

Another set was done with a set 
painted the same glossy black and 
the stencil] was done in gold. The 
design was a garland of ivy leaves 
forming a border.

Line borders with 
arabesque decorative motifs are 
especially effective, the color cor- 
responding with the decorations of 
wall paper or rug.

First, the goods 
must be well stretched and held 
firmly in place, Then a _ round 
brush must be used like the used 
with a puree sieve. The stencil 
must be carefully wiped every few 
minutes as the work is being done 
so as not to smear the design.

Least. True artist—false lover. These are 
a few of the countless paradoxes that went 
to make-up Lord Byron, one of history’s 
most noted and notorious “heartbreakers.” 

He was perhaps the handsomest man in 
England, in spite of his deformity. Scott 
sald of his face: “It is a thing to dream of.” 
A woman who adored him wrote: “That 
pale face is my fate!” It was an age when 
inystery and melancholy were fashionable 
and Byron, ever a capital actor, wrapped 
himself in a made-to-order atmosphere of 
mystic gloom that fascinated scores of ro- 
mantic women. He also threw out hints of 
‘, dark and terrible “past,” the memory of 
whose crimes weighed him down, As a mat- 
ter of fact, his “past” reeked with nothing 
more thrilling than common dissipation, 
cecasional hard drinking and a tendency to 
run into debt. Apart from these failings 
he was a tremendously hard worker. No 
man could have written as much as he did 
in so short a life and still have had a great 
deal of time left on his hands for plotting 
or executing evil deeds. 

Byron fell in love at 15 with one Mary 
Ann Chaworth, who sneered at him as “that 
lame boy.” He was quickly cured of his in- 
fatuation but solemnly declared that it 
“darkened many an after year With vain 
longing and yearning protest.” After one 
or two more affairs in which he played a 
part not especially creditable, he went to 
Greece. There he met Theresa Marci, 
whom he immortalized in his poem, “Maid 
of Athens.” But Theresa and he soon lost 
whatever interest they may have felt to- 
ward each other, and she married another 
man. Byron went back to England, where 
according to Elze he was “besieged by 
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Heartbreaker 


in All En- 
vland. : 


women.” One love affair 
added to his notoriety. 

Lady Caroline Lamb, a beautiful and will- 
ful woman, fell violently in love with him. 
Byron soon tired of her, but she refused to 
follow meekly in the procession of his cast- 
off sweethearts. When he jilted her she 
stabbed herself with a pair of scissors. The 
wound was not mortal. She recovered and 
wrote a novel called “Glenaroon,” in which 
she attacked him with fierce vituperation. 
At one moment she would publicly heap 
curses and abuse upon his head. At the next 
she frantically besought him to take her 
back again. After one such appeal he wrote 
a, Curt refusal, accusing her of “truly un- 
teminine persecution,” and ending: 

“Correct your vanity, which is ridiculous. 
Eixert your absurd caprices on others and 
leave me in peace!” 

Then, in 1815, Byron married. He picked 
cut. a Miss Milbanke, the last sort of wife 
who could have made him happy. Their 
home life, almost from the very first, was 
miserable. Byron was erratic, dreamy, ex- 
citable. His wife was prim, cold and lack- 
ing in imagination and tact. As his valet 
once said: “Any woman could manage Lord 
Byron—except Lady Bvrron.” 

Byron flew into babyish rages, during 
one of which he threw his watch into the 
tire and smashed it to atoms with a poker. 
He shocked his wife’s honest soul by the 
tricks he employed to dodge creditors. He 
scandalized her bv his flirtations. Byron,

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hidden love letters from cther women. Once 
when he was talking earnestly to some liter- 
ery friends and she had several times in- 
terrupted the conversation, she asked: “‘Do 
J annoy you, dear?” He howled in reply: 
“Yes! Damnably!” 

When their only daughter was 5 weeks 
old Lady Byron left her husband. He begged 
her to come back and wrote her one of his 
most beautiful poems, beginning: “Fare thee 
well, and if forever, still forever fare thée 
well.” It was in the form ofa heartbroken 
lament, and it moved half the women of 
England to tears. It also enlisted public 
sympathy in his behalf and against his wife. 
He sent the poem to Lady Byron along with 
their last butcher bill. On the back of the 
letter he scrawled: “I’m sure we never ate 
as much beef as all that.” : 

After this separation he won the heart 
of Jane Clermont, whom he promptly de- 
serted. "hen he went to Italy, where he 
was cordially received by the Count Guc- 
cioli. Byron rewarded the Ceunt’s hospital- 
ity by eloping with his young wife. 

Wearying of work, of friends and of fa- 
miliar scenes, Byron announced that he was 
going to fight for Greece in the war of in- 
dependence the patriots were waging 
against the Turks. He went to Greece ready 
to shed his life’s. blood for:freedom’s holy 
cause—and spent most of his time making 
love, writing verse and taking sea baths, 
while other men were battling for liberty. 
And there, at the age of 36, he died—ac- 
cording to some accounts from rheumatic 
fever, according to others from an illness 
brought on by drinking. too much vinegar 
in the hope of reducing flesh.
